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SAMANTHA'S  SPEECH 
(2nd  Place) 

"My  dear  child,  Life  was  not  meant  to  be  easy.  Violence  is  a  part  of  life  and  once  it  increases  it  becomes  the  weakness  within 
a  man  until  "he"  is  no  longer  able  to  control  himself. 

Every  man  is  the  architect  of  his  own  future  and  thus  he  can  bring  unto  himself  the  life  of  cruelty,  suffering,  jealousy  and  inner 
turmoil,  no  longer  able  to  solve  a  problem  through  the  normal  method  of  negotiation.  He  has  completely  lost  himself  to  his 
weakness  both  in  body  and  spirit,  sometimes  even  to  the  extent  of  using  Physical  Force! 

Words,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  wisely  spoken  by  an  elder  of  our  Samoan  Society  of  today. 

Honourable  judges,  distinguished  guests,  teachers,  ladies  and  gentlemen.   My  chosen  topic  for  today  is  "VIOLENCE"  it 

springs  from  lack  of  self  control 

Once,  a  wise  man  said,  you  do  not  love  until  you  bear  with  all  the  faults  of  men.  Today,  I  say,  you  do  not  live  until  you  bear 
with  all  the  faults  of  life.  Violence  was  created  by  man  to  get  his  own  way  or  to  solve  his  problems.  We  all  experience  different 
types  of  violence  sometime  in  our  lives  and  it  shows  how  man  is  not  "yet  perfect".  There  have  been  many  causes  of  violence 
but  psychological  theory  believes  it  to  have  been  produced  by  our  social  learning.  "Social  Learning"  is  the  learning  behaviour 
that  is  controlled  by  environmental  influences"  rather  than  by  innate  or  internal  forces.  When  children  watch  others  they  learn 
many  forms  of  behaviour  such  as  sharing,  aggression,  "Learning  experiences"  offered  by  popular  television  shows  and 
motion  pictures  containing  violent  behaviour  is  extraordinary.  Violence  as  quoted  in  the  beginning  of  my  speech  becomes 
the  weakness  within  a  man,  it  is  where  a  person  is  no  longer  able  to  solve  a  problem  through  the  normal  method  of  negotiation 
and  as  a  result  he/she  resorts  to  violent  emotional  outbursts  and  the  use  of  Physical  Force.  These  three  aspects  are  of  my 
main  concern. 

Now  what  do  I  mean  by  becomes  the  weakness  within  a  man?  Violence,  for  example,  can  cause  a  man  to  come  home  drunk 
and  then  begins  to  beat  up  his  wife  and  children,  losing  all  sense  of  self-control.  He  cannot  think  straight  and  when  he  awakes 
the  next  morning  he  sees  his  family  bruised  and  abused,  "sometimes"  even  forgetting  what  he's  done  the  night  before.  He 
gave  in  to  his  temptation  and  therefore  was  weakened  to  the  extent  of  not  being  able  to  control  his  actions. 

Violence  if  given  a  definition  is  where  a  person  is  no  longer  able  to  solve  a  problem  through  the  normal  method  of  negotiation. 

This  puts  plainly  to  the  human  brain  a  strong  meaning  of  VIOLENCE This  is  proven  so  by  a  certain  case  which  happened 

in  New  Zealand,  not  long  ago.  A  Samoan  woman,  I  repeat,  a  Samoan  woman  deliberately  beat  up  a  teenage  boy  who  was 
not  of  any  relation  to  her  and  what  made  it  worse  was  she  made  other  teenagers  join  in  the  beating  of  this  one  boy.  Just 
this  one  boy.  She  did  not  even  stop  to  think  of  talking  to  the  boy  or  figuring  things  out  without  the  use  of  violence.  Her  idea 

of  DISCIPLINE  is  nothing  other  than  emotional  outbursts  leading  to  the  overuse  of  "physical  violence" 

"Physical  Violence"  is  where  a  person  cannot  control  his  or  her  own  emotions  and  resorts  to  the  use  of  BRUTE  STRENGTH 
to  get  his  or  her  own  way.  Many  problems  develop  from  such  form  of  violence  because  people  cannot  control  their  actions. 

TWO  EXAMPLES  of  such  causes  "have"  happened  here  in  Western  Samoa.  Yes  "here"  My  first  example  is  where  a  Malifa 
teacher  deliberately  hit  a  girl  with  a  stick  and  permanently  blinded  her,  and  for  what?  For  what  do  I  ask  you?  To  discipline 
her?  Does  such  discipline  have  to  lead  to  the  loss  of  a  child's  sight?  This  is  well  known  as  CORPORAL  PUNISHMENT  within 
the  schools. 

My  next  example  takes  us  to  an  article  written  in  the  local  newpaper.  I  read  of  a  child  who  died  when  arriving  at  the  hospital 
because  he  was  beaten  by  his  parent,  and  for  what?  How  could  a  child,  in  this  case  a  BABY,  a  baby  so  small  ever  be  able 
to  defend  himself.  This  is  well  known  as  "CHILD  ABUSE"  I  mean  really  think  about  it.  No,  really,  really  think  about  it.  A 
small  child  compared  to  an  adult  parent.  Could  a  child,  so  small  and  innocent,  cause  so  much  anger  within  a  person  that 
he/she  would  be  severely  beaten  up,  even  to  the  extent  of  DEATH?  No  longer  able  to  take  another  breath  or  to  live  in  this 
world  again ?  A  CHILD  ..w  a  child a  child 

Violence  causes  all  of  these  problems,  violence  corrupts,  violence  even  kills.  Ask  yourselves  this  question,  would  you  ever 
want  to  be  the  one  at  the  end  of  a  violent  persons  anger?  I  know,  I  wouldn't,  I  wouldn't!!!  Remember  violence,  or  the  use 
of  physical  force  is  a  weakness,  it  is  a  result  of  not  being  able  to  solve  a  problem  through  the  normal  method  of  negotiation. 
We  have  to  withstand  these  problems  for  it  is  a  part  of  life  but  a  flaw  in  life  which  can  be  lived  without.  Violence,  is  it  good 
or  bad?  I  believe  it  is  bad  because  it  only  destroys.  Does  it  spring  from  lack  of  self  control?  Yes,  it  does,  because  it  shows 
how  people  are  unable  to  discipline  themselves  and  control  their  actions.  Violence  comes  within  you  and  only  You  can  solve 
it.  It  is  not  an  easily  solved  problem  but  STRUGGLE,  WORK  HARD,  PERSEVERE  and  you  WILL  SUCCEED. 

Remember  violence  is  REALITY  and  in  REALITY  it  is  a  problem  that  needs  to  be  solved.

Fereti  Fereti  knocks  on  Manu  Samoa  door 


What  was  once  a  longnurtured  dream 
for  Fereti  Fereti  to  become  a  Manu 
Samoa  one  day  may  be  happening 
sooner  than  expected.  Ever  since  the 
Manu  Samoa  broke  onto  the 
international  scene  in  the  late  80's  that 
culminated  with  a  brilliant  performance 
in  the  91  World  Cup,  the  youngester 
was  so  fascinated  by  the  team's  success 
that  he'd  made  a  vow  to  his  mother, 
Fa'afete,  that  one  day  he  would  make 
her  proud  by  being  a  member  of  the 
national  team. 

He  did  everything  any  dedicated  player 
with  a  burning  desire  would  do  to  reach 
that  goal  and  he's  flourished  nicely  in 
the  past  several  years. 
He's  one  of  four  new  players  in  the 
Manu  Samoa  training  squad  with 
Onehunga  Mata'utia,  Ioane  Va'alotu, 
and  Siaki  Elisara  who  are  puffing  it 
with  the  big  boys  ahead  of  the  team 
selection  on  27th  September. 
Feretiwaspartofthe  winning  schoolboy 
selection  who  won  the  93  Central 
Region  schools  tournament  in  New 
Zealand  before  he  made  the  team  who 
were  runner-up  to  the  New  Zealand 
Northern  Region  at  the  inaugural  Pacific 
Rim  tournament  in  Fiji  last  year. 
Returning  from  the  Under  21 
international  tournament  in  Wellington 
early  this  year  where  he  played  wing, 
Fereti  captained  the  Western  Samoa 
Under  19  squad  to  the  second  Pacific 
Rim  tournament  in  Fiji  two  weeks  ago. 
He  played  second  five  in  the  first  game, 
fullback  against  Fiji,  outside  center  in 
the  next  game  and  wing  in  the  finals. 
While  he  was  away,  he  was  awarded 
Player  of  the  Year  by  his  Apia  Sports 


Club. 

Fereti  currently  enjoys  a  fully  paid  year- 
long sports  scholarship  at  the  Church 
College  of  Western  Samoa  in  Pesega  and 
he's  the  main  reason  why  the  CCWS 
senior  boys  came  second  to  St  Josephs 
College  at  the  schools  champion  of 
champions  athletics  competition  in  July. 
He's  the  national  schools  sprints  champion 
with  a  time  of  10.8  at  the  100  meters 
while  he  also  excels  in  most  other  sports. 
The  downside  to  such  an  extensive  sports 
participation  according  to  the  19  year  old 
is  told  on  his  school  grades. 
Said  Fereti"  That's  the  sad  part  of  the 
story.  I've  had  one  of  the  most  satisfying 
years  as  a  sports  man  but  the  disruptions 
has  affected  my  grades.  I  don't  mind 
repeating  because  I  think  my  school  could 
put  me  up  for  another  year,  but  I'd  hate  to 
put  up  with  the  extra  bother." 
He  said  it  wasn't  hard  to  make  a  decision 
between  union  professionalism  and 
league  when  the  two  broke  on  the  scene 
at  the  same  time. 

"I've  got  to  admit  that  league  did  cross  my 
mind  in  terms  of  securing  one's  financial 
future  if  I'm  good  at  it,  but  professional 
rugby  now  offers  similar  opportunities  at 
something  one  is  good  at  doing.  I've 
always  dreamed  about  making  the  Manu 
Samoa  but  now  I  can  even  think  of  making 
a  career  out  of  rugby  afterwards  in  either 
coaching  or  some  other  capacity  now  that 
administrators  are  also  getting  paid. 
There's  a  lot  happening  at  rugby  (union) 
which  may  just  turn  out  alright  in  the 
end,"  said  Fereti.

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CCWS  PRINCIPAL  RECEIVES  SPECIAL  RECOGNITION 

Local  Wins  Academic  Award 


Namulauulu  Dr  Gaugau  Tavana  with  his  Brigham  Young  University  professors,

Namulauulu  Dr  Gaugau  Tavana  of  theChurch  College  of 
Western  Samoa  has  been  honoured  in  America  as  the  winner 
of  a  doctoral  dissertation  award,  ahead  of  over  1,000  others. 

Namulauulu  received  the  "Outstanding  dissertation  of  the 
Year  Award"  from  Division  G  (Social  Context  of  Education) 
of  the  American  Education  ResearchAssociation  (AREA)  in 
San  Francisco. 

His  winning  dissertation  wasentitled:  "Cultural  values  relating 
to  education  in  Western  Samoa:  A  conceptual  analysis  of  the 
perspectives  of  Samoan  social  leaders." 

AERA  has  about  20,000  members,  which  makes  it  the  largest 
research  association  in  the  United  States  and  possibly  the 
world. 

According  to  the  chairwoman  of  the  awards  committee,  Dr 
Mary  Brenner,  six  finalists  were  selected  from  those  who 
entered  the  award. 


"(The)  committee  was  very  impressed  with  Dr  Tavana's  work 
and  was  unanimous  in  its  choice,"  she  said.  Professor  Steven 
Hite,  who  served  as  chair  and  advisor  to  Namulauulu's 
doctoral  studies,  said  the  award  was  a  major  honour  and 
richly  deserved. 

"Through  his  deciation  to  his  people  in  Samoa,  scholarly 
ideals  and  hard  work,  this  award  brings  well-deserved  focus 
and  honor  upon  himself  and  Western  Samoa."  Namulauulu 
received  his  Doctor  of  Philosophy  (PhD)  at  Brigham  Young 
University  last  April.  His  prize-winning  dissertation  is  based 
on  the  premise  that  contemporary  Samoa  is  at  a  cultural, 
philosophical,  and  education  crossroads. 

"There  is  an  indigenous  culture  with  attendant  traditions, 
mores  and  protocols  which  the  majority  of  Samoan  people 
acknowledge  as  being  of  great  value  and  are  highly  desirous 
of  preserving"  it  reads. 

"Many  aspects  of  the  extant  culture,  however,  have  been 
significantly  influenced  by  the  dual  phenomena  of  early 
European  colonialism  and  recent  technological  proliferation 
which  have  inevitably  served  to  hybridize  its  religious, 
economic,  social,  and  political  character. 

"The  climate  of  flux  has  generated  a  conflict  in  the  attitude 
and  perspective  of  the  Samoan  people-how  much  of  the  old 
should  be  extolled  and  maintained  and  how  much  of  the  new 
must  be  adopted  and  integrated...." 

Namulauulu  is  originally  from  the  village  of  Saipipi  Savaii. 
He  has  been  a  school  teacher,  principal,  researcher,  lecturer, 
and  is  currently  serving  as  the  Director  of  Curriculum  and 
Teacher  Development  for  the  L.D.S.  Church  Schools  Samoa.
